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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the applied prior art (Jaskie) 
does not teach a plurality of pixels of different colors, as claimed in independent claim 1 of the instant application. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. As mentioned in the "Response to Argument" of the Final Rejection mailed on 21 October 2003, Jaskie discloses 
that multiple colors are produced by adjusting the size distribution of the nanocrystals. In Figure 5, Jaskie exemplifies an FED with a 
plurality of pixels utilizing the basic principles of the invention, i.e. plurality of pixels of different colors. Applicant also notes that the pixel 
array of Jaskie is in the address system-instead of in the nanocrystal array-and causes the nanocystal to emit. The Examiner notes that 
the claims of the instant application does not require a pixel array in the nanocrystal array. The Examiner also notes that independent 
claim 1 cites a pixel addressing system associated with the nanocrystal array for selectively exciting the nanocrystals to produce a 
luminescent color pattern of pixels. Thus, the Examiner holds that Jaskie teaches the array of nanocrystals arranged to form a plurality of 
pixels of different colors cited in independent claim 1 of the instant application, as discussed in the Final Rejection. /? 
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
